Wife and Boarder Held After 
Mysterious Crime—Odd 
Family Agreement. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept.  17.—Literally 
riddled with buckshot, the body of Ir- 
ving J. Nelson, a prospérous bicycle 
dealer of Central Islip, L. I., was found 
in a tonely road skirting the Central Is- 
lip Hospital for the Insane. ‘Jealousy, 
hatred or revenge caused this crime,” 
said Coroner Savage, soon after he had 
begun an investigatian. 

Immediately after the shooting the 
Coroner learned that Nelson had lived 
with his wife under a peculiar agree- 
ment. _According to its terms each 
should do exactly as he or she might 
please. He also ascertained that the 
Nelsons had a ££ »bearder, “Augustus 
Schwartz, with whom Mrs. Nelson often 
went for drives. Both the wife and her 
boarder are held as material witnesses. 

In accordance with the family agree- 
ment, Nelson hired a, road wagon from 
G. H. Hilliard, a liveryman, Wednes- 
day night and took.a Miss Gertrude 
Lutske, employed at the insane hospi- 
tal, to a ball at the Bay Shore Casino, 
seven miles from his home at Central 
Isifp. 

No one has been found who heard 
the shot fired and the theory of the 
Assistant District Attorney who has 
charge of the case is that Nelson was 
shot very near his own home, the 
bicycle: lamp torn from his wagon to 
avoid attention and that the wagon 


‘was then driven half a mile from the 


Nelson place to a.point near the hospl- 
tal, where the bodj\ was found. 
There were no evidences of a strug- 
gle. The man’s watch, money and sev- 
eral rings had not’ been disturbed.

As Association Condemns 
Them President in Speech 
Declares for Plan. 


GUARANTY IS REJECTED 


— — — 


National Organization Votes 
Against Legislation to Pro- 
tect Deposits, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICaGO, Sept. 17.—-The American 
Bankers’ Association, the strongest OK- 
ganization of financial men in the coun- 
try, today adopted a strong resolution 
condemning the establishment of postal 
savings banks at the very moment that 
an audience» at the Milwaukee Fair 
Grounds was applauding President Taft 
as he declared he stood firm for the 
redemption of the promise to establish 
such institutions made in the last Re- 
publican platform. 

The bankers also adopted a resolution 
condemning the laws arranging for a 
guaranty of bank deposits. 

In criticizing the two propositions, Ar- 
thur Reynolds of Des Moines, Io., chair- 
man of the Federal Legislative Commit- 
tee, referring to the postal savings bank, 
declared that the “‘danger of the politi- 
cal use of such a power should cause 
all patriotic men to hesitate before 
adopting such a radical measure.”’ 


“The investment of $600,000,000 or 
$700,000,000 in United States bonds as 
has been advocated recenthy by our 
Chief Executive,” he said, “would be 
a serious mistake and a menace to 
our nation’s credit as it is to other 
countries where such investments are 
made.” 

As a substitute for these plans the 
committee recommended gate and 
Federal supervision and the creation 
of separate savings departments in 
national banks. This resolution was 
referred to the Currency Commission 
of the association. 


TAFT STANDS SQUARELY ON 
PROMISE OF POSTAL BANKS 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.; Sept. 17.—In his 
fair grounds speec the President de- 
voted most cf his time to the subject 
of postal savings banks and aroused a 
quick response of applause from the 
crowd when he declared that he stood 
firm for a redemption of the Republican 
platform for the establishment of such 
8 system of banks. 

President Taft said that the postal 
savings bank plank in the Republican 
platform bound everybody who calls 
himself a Republican. 

“If they do not lixe a plank in a plat- 
form,” said Mr, Taft, “or if they do 
not like the platform itself they cease 
to be Republicans, or they are Republi- 
cans with an exception, and that indi- 
cates a free and enlightened and dis- 
criminating people. 

“The great usefulness of the postal 
savings banks is the great encourage- 
ment to thrift on the part of those who 
are just wavering in the balance whether 
they shall save the money or use it, 
because they do not know where they 
can put it safely.’’ (Applause.) 

President Taft read a list of the coun- 
tries that have postal savings banks, 
citing Canada particularly. 

“Canada has the postal savings bank,” 
he said, “and what is the result along 
the border up in the Northwest? You 
find Americans going up the border and 
making deposits in those savings banks. 
Why? Because they have got the guar- 
antee of the Canadian Government.” 

The President said he did not want to 
antagonize the bankers, but he did not 
believe their opposition to-postal banks 
was well fourded. In some parts of the 
country, especially New England, where 
for every two citizens there is one sav- 
ings bank account, Mr. Taft said the 
need of postal banks was not felt. In 
other sections, where the savings ac- 
counts amounted to only one in .157 
citizens, the need of an encouragement 
to thrift was acute. 

Postal banks, paying only 2 per cent 
interest, would not attract depositors 
from public banks who were paying 3 
to 4 per gent, but they would attract 
the accounts of’ those people who were 
wavering in the balance as to whether 
er not they should spend their money 
for the want of knowledge of a safe 
place to put it.

Estate Must Be Officially Ap- 
praised to Fix Share State 
Will Receive.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—The value of 
the estate left by E. H. Harriman to 
his widow will be known when it is of- 
ficially appraised for the purpose of as- 
sessing the State inheritance tax. This 
tax will be 1 per cent and if the estate 
a~ounts to $10,000,000 the State will get 
$1,000,000. If the estate is $200,000,000, as 
many financiers believe it to be, the in- 

heritance tax will be $2,000,000. 

Not a hint of the value of the estate 
is given in the will, which contains just 
linety-nine words. If the estate amounts 
to only $100,000,000 each word was worth 
$1,000,000, and $2,000,000 if the estate totals 
$700 000, 000. 

Involving as it does the absolute dis- 
rosition of one of the greatest fortunes 
ever accumulated, the Harriman will | 
ste-ds alone for brevity, lucidity and 
the absence of cumbersome phrases. 
Lawyers, when they read it, declared it 
unassailable and proof against any con- 
test that could be devised. 

Transfers Before Death. 

When the estate is finally appraised 
for the purpose of levying the inherit- 
ance tax, the value to be then disclosed 
is not expected to represent by very 
many millions the full fortune left by 
Mr. Harriman. All transfers supposedly 
made by Mr. Harriman to his children, 
his brother, sister and other relatives 
will not figure in the appraisal, and con- 
sequently these amounts will escape the 
inheritance tax. 

If Mr, Harr.man transferred any con- 
siderable a mount o? his wealth just be- 
fore his tleath, and it could be shown 
that he did so te avoid the payment of 
the inheritance tax by beneficiaries, the 
State would have the right to institute 
proceedings for the collection of the 
evaded tax. 

Mrs. Harriman, who is now the world's 
richest woman, can trace her American 
ancestry back to 1650. For two centu- 
ries her forbears have lived in the north- 
ern section of this State—men of solid 
respectability and women of assured so- 
cial position. She was Mary Williamson 
Averell and her birthplace was Ogdens- 
burg, St. Lawrence County. 

Family Long Prominent. 

Further back than goes the memory 
of any living man the Averells have 
been a power in the business and social 
life of Ogdensburg. Her father, William 
Averell, was *the head of a banking 
house and president of the old Ogdens- 
burg & Lake Champlain Railroad Co., 
which is now the Rutland. Her grand- 
father was Judge Averell, one of the 
most distinguished jurists in the history 
of St. Lawrence County. 

The Judge’s wife, Mrs. William Aver- 
ell, was rated a beauty in her day, and 
throughout her long Ufe in Ogdens- 
burg her social supremacy was. never 
disputed. She lived to be 9 years old 
and almost every member of her family 
was long-lived and remarkably vigorous 
to the end. 

It is said that Mr. Harriman first met 
Miss Averell by the veriest chance. . As 
they tell the story in Ogdensburg, he 
had journeyed up to that city to keep a 
business engagement, knowing nothing 
of Mary Averell, nor ever having even 
heard of her family. 

They met at a little informal reception 
at one of the stately old -homes of Og- 
densburg and were mutually attracted. 
Almost before Ogdensburg society: rea!- 


Jized that young Mary Averell had laid 


aside her school books, her engagement 
to Mr. Harriman was announced.

GREATER WEALTH; LOWER TAXES. 

The report of the United Rallways Co. for the 
year ending Aug. 31 has special interest for St. 
Loujisans. The gross earnings increased $323,776 
Over those of the previous year and the net earn- 
ings increased $207,786 in the same time. 
In the light of this report of substantial gains 
in-its earnings for the past year, the reduction of 
its assessment by the State Board of Equalization 
would be amusing if it were not outrageous. The 


poration is its earning capacity. With an increase 
of its net income equivalent to 5 per cent on $4,- 
000,000, the Board of Equalization reduced the 
company’s assessment $1,000,000. It should have 
been increased. 

‘No justification of this reduction has been of- 
fered. It was a favor to the corporation and an 
act of injustice to the other taxpayers. The in- 
justice is emphasized by the necessity of increas- 
ing the tax rate or the valuation of other property 
to meet the revenue needs of the city. 

Gov. Hadley opposed this reduction, which was 
carried by the votes of four Democratic State of- 
ficers, but the Governor acquiesced in the reduc- 
tion of tne Bell Telephone Co.'s assessment and 
in shifting assessment values from the dvertaxed 
city to the undertaxed counties. No justification 
hasbeen offered for that favor to the benefited 
railroads and injustice to the city. We need more 
than anything else sensible and equitable tax re- 
forms which will place on wealth and privilege 
a fair share of tax burdens.

A Problem for the Public. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. , 

I was so glad to read “A Taxpayer’s’’ letter in 
your paper of Friday night. He understands what 
he is talking about because I know that the con- 
ditions he states are true. But I am a kinder- 
gartener and I want to tell the public about our 
prospects. We have to have but two years of 
high school, taking an examination in literature, 
rhetoric, grammar, United States history, and 
spelling to be eligible for this training. If we 
have a high school diploma or equivalent, we can 
enter without teking examinations. We are re- 
quired to know music well. We have two years 
of college work; during the first year we are com- 
pelled to volunteer with no pay as assistants in 
the kindergartens and the heaviest work devolves 
on the volunteers,. The second year we may. volun- 
teer or not, as we think best, and most of us are 
made to feel that we should do so.

A good many of the class of 1908 have no 
positions as yet—the girls ranking among the high- 
est having no position while lower rankers have 
work. Many more of the class of 199 have no po- 
sitions—in fact very few, have—and why? Simply 
because there are too many young women taking 
up the work. As one frivolous graduate said: “Well, 
I don’t suppose I'll get a position until some kin- 
dergartener marries or dies!’ It was suggested 
that only graduates be admitted to the course. Can 
anyone suggest a better way to relfeve the situa- 
tion?

Ventilation After a Summer’s Vacation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The ideal sewer trap in dwelling houses and other 
buildings ia an S-shaped pipe which is always partly 
filled with water to prevent the impure air from 
backing up into the houses, but this does not always 
keep Out sewer gas. This is particularly true of a 
house which has been wunoccupled for some time 
during the warm season. The heat causes the water 
in the S-shaped pipe to evaporate, and the impure 
sewer gas has free access to the rooms and soon 
diffuses through the whole house. The result is that 
when the family returns and the house is taken 
again there is probably an outbreak of some dis- 
ease, such as typhoid fever. The actual cause is 


rarely thought of, and the summer resorts are usyal- 


ly blamed for the illness. The caretaker should 
thoroughly flush every trap in the house, and see 
that the rooms and halls are‘thoroughly ventilated 
fully 48 hours before occupancy. Caution along these 
lines will save many death ‘certificates.

HE REFERS TO TAFT 


Says Chief Executive Recom- 


mended Simplification Before J 


He Was Elected. 


Spcrcial to the Post-Dispatch. 

PERTLE SPRINGS, Mo., Sept. 1i.— 
In his annual address to the members of 
the Missouri Bar Association today, 
President Frederick N. Judson of St. 
Louls made a strong plea for the simpli- 
fication of legal procedure. Mr. Judson 
asserted that the demand for simplicity 
of procedure and greater efficiency in 
our judicial machinery, so that existing 
causes of delay may be removed, is 
bound to increase. 

Mr. Judson condemned the technicall- 
ties of the law, which often result in 
a miscarriage of justice, and said that 
technicality is a disease not of the ma- 
turity, but of the infancy of legal sys- 
tems. The extreme technicality that 
prevaiied until recently in the common 
law, and in the twelve tables of the 
Roman law, he sa&id, is a sign of an 
undeveloped system of law in which 
legal rights are subordinate to the pro- 

ure to enforce them, and in which 
substance is secondary to form. : 

The Bar Association is holding its an- 
nual convention in Pertle Springs. In 
conformance to the constitution of the 
Association, Mr. Judson reviewed the 
new constitutional amendments and 
proposed amendments and the changes 
in the statiite law of the State during 
the past year. Mr. Judson approved the 

ation of the legislative library and 
said he believed it would result in 
greater care in the enactment of laws, 
and consequently in fewer acts of the 
Legislature being annulled by  the| 
courts, 

Mr. Judson said —— Taft, short- 
ly before his elevation to the highest 
office in the land, had recommended the 
simplification of legal procedure and 
had remarked that our failure te obtain 
expedition and thoroughness in the en- 
forcement of public and private rights 
in our courts was one important re- 
spect in which we have fallen farthest 
shert of ideal conditions in our whole 
government.
